At  one  fruit  farm  in  Mapleton,  several 
migrant  worker  families  are  living  in 
cramped  one-room  houses.  They  have  no 
indoor  plumbing  or  kitchen  facilities  and 
share  a  common  tap  for  their  sanitary 
needs. 

On  another  farm  in  Orem,  migrants  are 
living  in  delapidated  shacks  that  have  no 
glass  in  the  windows. 

At  other  farms  in  Utah  Valley,  as  many 
as  seven  families  are  living  in  the  same 
house. 

With  the  coming  of  the  fruit  crop  come 
the  migrant  workers  to  pick  it,  and  with 
the  coming  of  the  migrants,  come 
rumblings  about  the  housing  that  is 
provided  for  them.

in  Hunt’s  White  House  safe. 

Ehrlichman,  who  had  been  Nixon’s  top 
domestic  adviser,  testified  to  the  Senate 
Watergate  committee  that  the  Pentagon 
Papers  investigation,  undertaken  by  the 
White  House  unit  known  as  the 
“plumbers,”  was  “an  effort  to  crack  what 


at  that  moment  was  the  largest  raid  on 
secret  documents  that  had  ever  been 
made  in  the  history  of  this  government.” 

Ehrlichman,  who  previously  accused 
ousted  White  House  counsel  John  W. 
Dean  III  of  “many  falsehoods,”  got  down 
to  specifics  today  when  questioned  about 
the  Watergate  cover-up  by  Sen.  Edward  J. 
Gurney,  R-Fla. 

Ehrlichman  denied  Dean’s  testimony 
that  he  had  passed  along  an  offer  of 
executive  clemency  from  Nixon  to  Hunt. 


responsible  for  providing  the  housing. 
Two  weeks  ago  when  Anabel  Pinero,  the 
new  coordinator  of  the  Utah  County 
Action  Agency  (UCAA),  was  asked  by 
County  Commissioner  Yukus  Inouye  to 
locate  housing  for  the  migrants,  she 
found  that  no  one  thought  it  was  their 
responsibility.  She  called  the  Farm 
Bureau.  It  said  it  could  do  nothing.  She 
called  the  Utah  County  Horticulture 
Society  and  was  told  that  housing  is  not 
the  responsibility  of  the  farmer.  She  was 
further  told  that  the  migrants  “would 
only  be  here  for  a  few  days.” 

After  checking  with  Silviano  Gonzales 
of  the  Utah  Migrant  Council,  Miss  Pinero 
found  the  migrants  would  probably  be  in 
the  county  until  the  end  of  August. 
Following  the  cherry  crop  will  come 
peaches  and  apples. 

According  to  Gonzales,  some  farmers  in 
the  area  have  provided  good  housing  for 
the  migrants  while  other  farmers  have  let 
whatever  housing  they  have  become  run 
down. 

Many  farmers  in  the  valley  feel  they 
have  done  all  they  can.  They  are  suffering 
the  problems  of  rising  operating  expenses, 
and  they  say  they  cannot  afford  the  costs 
of  building  more  housing. 

One  farmer  became  angry  and 
emotional  when  two  reporters  visited  her 
farm  and  looked  at  the  housing  she 
provided.  The  woman  said  she  had 
worked  hard  to  provide  good  housing  for 
the  migrants.  She  said  she  was  tired  of 
having  the  newspapers  always  taking 
pictures  of  just  the  bad  things.

Sen.  Bennett  featured  at  commencement

Wallace  F.  Bennett  of  Utah  will  deliver 
the  commencement  address  and 
receive  an  honorary  Doctor  of  Public 
Service  degree  at  BYU’s  summer 
commencement  exercises  on  Aug.  17, 
it  was  announced  Monday  by 
President  Dallin  H.  Oaks. 

The  services  will  begin  at  9  a.m.  in 
the  Marriott  Center  and  the  academic 
procession  at  8:30  a.m. 

Senator  Bennett  recently  announced 
that  he  will  retire  from  the  Senate  at 
the  end  of  his  current  term  in  1974. 
He  was  first  elected  in  1950  and  will 
have  served  a  total  of  24  years  through 
four  successive  terms. 

In  the  Senate  he  has  drawn 
important  assignments  on  the  Banking 
and  Currency  Committee,  Finance 
Committee,  Joint  Committee  on 
Atomic  Energy,  Joint  Committee  on 
Internal  Revenue  Taxation,  and  the 
Select  Committee  on  Standards  and 
Conduct. 


Formerly  a  prominent  paint 
manufacturing  and  automobile 
executive  in  Salt  Lake  City,  he  served 
as  president  of  several  national  trade 
associations  and  was  elected  president 
of  the  National  Association  of 
Manufacturers  in  1949,  the  first 
representative  of  small  business  to 
serve  in  that  position. 

In  Congress  he  was  instrumental  in 
passage  of  the  Small  Reclamation 
Projects  Act,  the  Watershed  Act,  and 
the  Dixie  Reclamation  Project,  all  of 
which  have  benefitted  Utah.  His 
Industrial  Dispersal  Amendment  in 
1956  played  &n  important  part  in 
bringing  the  missile  industry  to  Utah. 
He  also  was  sponsor  of  the  Highway 
Act  Amendment  which  made  possible 
Interstate  Highway  70  in  Utah. 

The  Senator  also  has  been  a  leader  in 
the  passage  of  sugar  and  silver 
legislation,  both  vital  to  Utah,  and  was 
a  leader  in  the  battle  to  make 
Canyonlands  a  National  Park. 


Sen.  Wallace  F.  Bennett 
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Power  drifting  to  Executive

Power  in  U.S.  Government  is 
drifting  dangerously  to  an 
overstaffed  Executive  Office, 
according  to  Dr.  Stanley  A. 
Taylor,  associate  professor  of 
political  science. 

The  Executive  Office,  he 
explained,  is  “separate  from  the 
Executive  Branch  and,  in  fact, 
constitutes  a  fourth  branch  of 
government.” 

“I  PERSONALLY  believe  this 
development  to  be  contrary  to  the 
interest  of  the  framers  of  the 
constitution.  It  was  not  an 
historical  accident  that  Article  I 
of  the  constitution  created  the 
Legislative  Branch  .  .  .  which  was 
to  have  all  law  making  authority, 
and  an  Executive  Branch  whose 


prescription  was  to  ‘faithfully 
execute’  the  laws  passed  by 
Congress.” 

Dr.  Taylor  said  the  U.S. 
Constitution  did  not  give  all 
power  to  the  Legislative  Branch. 
“We  all  know  that  two  other 
branches  were  created  to  share 
governmental  power  in  a  specific 
way. 

“In  the  last  10  or  15 
years  .  . .  (the  Executive  Office) 
has  amassed  overwhelming  power 
into  its  own  hands.  The  Executive 
Office  (the  White  House)  has 
grown  from  approximately  300  or 
so  personnel  during  Truman’s 
presidency  to  over  6,000  today.  It 
has  been  said  for  some  time  in 
Washington  that  the  size  of  the 
White  House  is  exceeded  only  by 
its  delusions  of  grandeur.” 

This  vast  number  of  personnel 


creates  problems  in  that  it  loses  its 
maneuverability,  it  has  brought 
about  “a  vast  duplication  of 
efforts,”  it  is  a  danger  to  a 
democratic  society,  and  has 
brought  about  the  death  of  the 
cabinet,  Dr.  Taylor  said. 

“In  fact,  a  current  joke  going 
around  Washington  is  that  the 
Republicans,  looking  ahead  to  the 
1976  nomination,  are  searching 
for  someone  totally 
unknown-mayjje  even  a  member 
of  the  Cabinet!” 

Dr.  Taylor  contributes  some  of 
the  problem  of  power  in  the 
government  to  lack  of  humility 
and  the  development  of 
“peerlessness”  in  the  White 
House. 

HE  SAID  THAT  Congress  is 
guilty  of  handing  more  power  to 
the  president.  “The  House,  for 
example,  in  the  closing  days  of 
the  92nd  congress  even  passed  a 
greatly  misunderstood  bill  called 
the  Debt -Ceiling  Bill  which  would 
have  given  to  the  President  one  of 
the  few  remaining  Congressional 
powers.” 

“Congress,  for  all  its  faults,  is 
the  most  democratically  elected 
body  we  have.  I  don’t  mean  to 
suggest  that  Congress  does  not 
need  reform.  It  does  most 
desperately.” 

Dr.  Taylor  said  that  two  factors 
violate  the  very  heart  of 
constitutional  government, 
executive  privilege  and  the 
impounding  of  congressional 
appropriated  money.

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ROTC  may  be  affected 
by  changes  in  draft  law 


There  is  no  telling  how  the 
draft’s  end  will  affect  BYU  Army 
and  Air  Force  ROTC  enrollment 
this  fall,  said  BYU  Military 
Science  personnel. 

Army  Maj.  Jesse  Chapman 
believes  there  will  be  a  slight 
decrease  in  enrollment,  but  it  is 
too  early  to  determine  the  effect 
of  the  draft  on  ROTC  enrollment. 
A  large  number  of  Vietnam 
veterans  are  investigating  ROTC 
courses  to  earn  their  commissions, 
but  most  freshmen  have  not 
shown  much  response,  Maj. 
Chapman  said. 

Maj.  Chapman  said  emphasis  of 
the  programs  will  be  on  weapons 
and  organization  training,  but  the 
major  thrust  of  ROTC  this  fall 
will  again  be  on  developing 
leadership  skills. 

Air  Force  Maj.  Edward 
Okerlund  said  if  enrollment  in  the 
Air  Force  ROTC  program  goes 
below  150  (the  number  who 
enrolled  last  fall),  “we’ll  know 
that  the  draft  served  as  an 
incentive.” 

But  an  increase  in  enrollment 


could  be  due  to  pay  raises  in  the 
Armed  Services.  Okerlund  said  the 
draft  had  always  played  a  lesser 
role  in  ROTC  enrollment  at  BYU 
because  many  returned 
missionaries  were  looking  for 
work. 

BYU  Professor

A  BYU  professor  has  been 
called  as  the  mission  president  of 
the  Germany  South  Mission.  Hans 
W.  Kelling,  professor  of  Germanic 
Languages,  will  preside  over  the 
Munich-based  mission. 

The  Germany  South  Mission  has 
200  missionaries,  according  to  Dr. 
Kelling.  There  are  40  branches 
and  one  stake.  The  mission  also 
includes  branches  and  districts  for 
servicemen  and  their  families.

He 
received  his  Masters  and  Ph.D.  at 
Stanford  University.

Al¬ 
though  this  is  an  important  factor  in  terms  of  the 
quality  and  price  of  a  diamond,  it  is  usually  not  as 
important,  especially  in  reference  to  the  beauty 
of  the  stone,  as  it  is  represented  to  be.  The  fewer 
inclusions  in  a  diamond,  of  course  the  higher  price 
it  will  command.  But  unless  the  inclusions  interfere 
materially  with  the  passage  of  light  through  the 
diamond,  they  will  have  little  or  no  effect  on  its 
beauty,  and  afterall,  a  diamond  is  an  investment  in 
beauty.

Piovo  woman 
not  to  be  tried 
for  bank  theft 

Charges  against  a  79-year-old 
Provo  woman  accused  of  robbing 
a  bank  of  $1,500  March  20  with  a 
toy  pistol  have  been  dropped,  said 
Arnold  C.  Roylance,  Utah  County 
Attorney. 

Harmon  Steed,  manager  of  the 
Farmer’s  and  Merchant’s  branch 
of  the  Walker  Bank  said  a  woman 
warned  the  bank  three  weeks 
earlier  that  “if  you  don’t  give  me 
the  money  you  owe  me  I’ll  get  a 
gun  and  come  back  and  get  it.” 

Steed  said  the  dispute  was  over 
money  the  woman  claimed  was 
still  owed.  However,  he  said  she 
had  written  checks  and  withdrawn 
it  from  her  account. 

Fourth  District  Court  Judge  J. 
Robert  Bullock  ordered  Geneva 
Garner  Pauli  Oliver  Ball  confined 
to  the  Utah  State  Hospital  for 
observation  despite  her 
protestations  in  court  that  she  was 
“too  young  for  confinement,” 
said  Attorney  Roylance.

Grant  V.  Harrison,  director  of  the 
clinics.

Five  tutors  at  Maeser 

Elementary  School  said  they 
tutored  because  it  was  fun  and 
something  to  do  in  the  summer 
besides  “sitting  around  the 
house.”  All  said  they  enjoyed 

tutoring  and  would  do  it  again  if 

they  had  the  chance. 

No  tension  or  any  type  of 

conflict  exists  between  the  tutors 
and  the  six  and  seven  year-old 
children,  according  to  the  tutors. 

The  fifth  and  sixth  grade  tutors 
are  trained  in  a  four-hour  session 
in  proven  structured  tutoring 
techniques  and  must  master  these 
techniques  before  being  allowed 
to  tutor,  said  Dr.  Harrison. 


only  other  cost  being 
materials,  he  continued. 

“INTENSIVE  individual  help  is 
given  students  at  a  nominal  cost,’’ 
he  added. 

This  program  is  “an  effort  to 
utilize  non-professional  people 
and  students  to  insure  that 
children  will  learn  how  to  read 
well.”  It  is  in  no  way  aimed  at 
eliminating  professional  teachers, 
he  explained. 

Dr.  Harrison  said  a  “significant 
number  of  children  have 
benefited”  from  these  tutorial 
classes  since  they  first  began. 

THOSE  ELEMENTARY 
teachers  who  receive  these  tutees 
in  the  fall  are  not  told  of  their 
attendance  at  the  clinic,  allowing 
the  teachers  to  evaluate  their 
performance  without  bias,  he 
explained. 

Such  unbiased  reports  have 
proved  the  increased  reading 
ability  of  the  students  helped  in 
the  clinic,  he  said. 

Dr.  Harrison  hopes  to  expand 
this  type  of  program  from  the 
reading  clinics  to  math  and 
expressive  writing  eventually.  He 
is  also  exploring  ways  to  use  these 
techniques  in  teaching  second 
languages.

Attending  the  ceremony  were 
representatives  of  the  military, 
business  and  religious  leaders, 
civic  dignitaries  and  friends  of  the 
Chipman  family. 

In  her  dedicatory  message,  Mrs. 
Chipman  told  the  gatherers,  “Jim 
has  always  felt  a  responsibility  to 
his  country.  I  hope  that  when  you 
pass  the  plaque  and  tree,  you  will 
think  of  those  people  who  have 
sacrificed  so  much  for  us.” 

Remarking  on  the  symbolism 
between  freedom  and  a  tree,  Mrs. 
Chipman  said  a  tree  is  so  fitting  a 
reminder-like  freedom,  it 
struggles  to  grow  and  survive. 

Provo  Mayor  Verl  G.  Dixon 
accepted  the  tree  and  plaque  on 
behalf  of  the  city. 

The  most  moving  part  of  the 
program  came  at  the  conclusion.

Pentagon  lawyers  said 
military  trials  cannot  be  held  for  three  of  those  who  have  been  given 
honorable  discharges  from  the  Army  since  the  earlier  charges  were 
dismissed  July  3.

WASHINGTON  -  President  Nixon  announced  that  John  B.  Connally 
is  resigning  from  his  part-time,  unpaid  position  as  special  presidential 
adviser.  The  announcement  said  the  former  Democratic  governor  of 
Texas,  who  became  a  Republican  last  spring,  will  take  a 
round-the-world  trip  with  his  wife  “which  the  governor  postponed  in 
order  to  take  the  White  House  position.” 

Speeder  pays  with  blood 

MENASHA,  Wis.  -  Scott  McParland  is  paying  off  a  $39  traffic  fine 
with  his  life’s  blood.  Arrested  for  speeding,  he  told  Winnebago  County 
Judge  James  Sitter  that  he  had  suffered  a  recent  financial  setback  and 
couldn’t  pay  the  fine.  A  traveling  salesman,  McParland,  21,  received 
permission  to  donate  three  pints  of  his  blood  to  a  local  hospital  in  lieu 
of  the  fine. 


Prisoners  exchanged 

SAIGON  -  The  South  Vietnamese  government  turned  over  more 
than  200  prisoners  to  the  Viet  Cong,  then  suspended  the  transfers  and 
charged  the  Communists  with  harassment  and  violating  the  agreement 
on  procedures  for  the  releases. 

The  prisoner  exchanges  were  resumed  Monday,  and  the  South 
Vietnamese  turned  over  about  600. 

Divers  find  treasure  • 

FAIRHAVEN,  Mass.  -  Two  scuba  divers  plan  to  dive  245  feet  to  the 
ocean  floor  for  a  10-day  salvage  assault  on  the  Andrea  Doria,  a  sunken 
ocean  liner  that  has  eluded  treasure  hunters  for  1 7  years. 

In  1956,  when  the  Italian  luxury  liner  and  a  Swedish  ship  collided  in 
heavy  fog  45  miles  off  Nantucket  Island,  the  Doria  was  considered  a 
virtual  floating  art  gallery.  Cash,  negotiable  bonds,  art  treasures  and 
jewelry  worth,  an  estimated  $4  million  reportedly  are  on  the  sunken 
liner. 

Tornado  thought  cause  of  crash 

ST.  LOUIS  -  The  pilot  of  an  Ozark  Air  Lines  plane  that  crashed  in  a 
St.  Louis  suburb  thinks  he  flew  through  a  tornado  and  is  sure  the  plane 
was  hit  by  lightning.  Authorities  say  at  least  36  persons  died.  Ozark 
Flight  825,  which  originated  in  Nashville,  Tenn.,  and  was  carrying  41 
passengers  and  a  crew  of  three,  crashed  into  a  wooded  ravine  Monday 
night  during  a  violent  thunderstorm. 

President  returns  freedoms 

MANILA  -  Filipinos  found  some  of  their  constitutional  privileges 
restored  in  preparations  for  this  week’s  referendum  deciding  whether 
President  Ferdinand  E.  Marcos  should  continue  in  power.  Marcos  lifted 
a  midnight  curfew  and  eased  restrictions  upon  free  speech  and  upon  the 
press.  The  referendum  this  Friday  asks  Filipinos  if  Marcos  should  be 
president  beyond  1973.

BEAVERLY  HILLS,  Calif.  -  Communist  Party  Secretary  Leonid  I. 
Brezhnev  has  made  good  his  promise  to  send  actor  Chuck  Connors  a 
gift.  Connors,  formerly  television’s  “Rifleman,”  gave  Brezhnev  a  pair  of 
.45-caliber  revolvers  during  the  Russian’s  visit  to  President  Nixon’s 
home  at  San  Clemente  last  month.  Connors  said  that  he  had  received  a 
samovar,  the  Russian  version  of  a  teapot,  from  Brezhnev.

Installation  of  synthetic 
surfaces  at  the  Smith  Fieldhouse 
will  begin  this  week,  according  to 
Sam  Brewster,  director  of  BYU 
Physical  Plant. 

The  work  is  scheduled  for 
completion  by  August  21 ,  he  said. 

The  dirt  track  in  the  fieldhouse 
will  be  replaced  by  synthetic 
surface  track  for  jogging  and 
running.  Astro-turf  will  be 
installed  in  the  west  annex  for  the 
practice  of  football,  baseball, 
soccer,  and  rugby.  '' 

Other  renovations  in  the 
Fieldhouse  include  new  playing 
areas  for  basketball,  net  games 
and  handball,  according  to  Dean 
Milton  Hartvigsen  of  the  College 
of  Physical  Education. 

TWO  NEW  basketball  and  net 
games  areas  are  being  constructed 
in  the  Fieldhouse  where  the 
temporary  bleachers  were  torn 
down.  A  synthetic  surface  will 
also  be  installed  in  this  area,  said 
Brewster. 


A  complex  of  14  handball 
courts  is  being  constructed  on  the 
site  of  the  old  stadium,  east  of  the 
Richards  Building.  Construction 
of  the  courts  is  slightly  behind 
schedule  because  strikes  made  it 
impossible  to  purchase 
equipment,  explained  Brewster. 

“When  the  insulators  went  on 
strike,  we  were  unable  to  find 
insulating  material  for  the  roof  of 
the  building,”  he  said. 

Work  is  now  progressing  on  the 
courts,  scheduled  for  completion 
about  the  third  week  in  August, 
according  to  Brewster. 

Two  new  weight-lifting  rooms 
are  also  being  added  in  the 
fieldhouse. 

“THE  OLD  weight  room  in  the 
east  end  of  the  building  is  being 
renovated  as  a  lab,”  explained 
Hartvigsen.  “Two  new  rooms  will 
be  added  where  lectures  and 
demonstrations  may  be  given.” 

Hartvigsen  added  'that  new 
safety  measures  are  being  taken 
around  the  lunch  counter  in  the 
fieldhouse.

4ENDON,  N.Y.  (AP)  -  What 
y  be  the  wedding  ring  of  the 
;t  wife  of  Brigham  Young  has 
sn  found  at  the  site  of  Young’s 
home  and  shop  near  this 
rnroe  County  community. 

.  SHELDON  FISHER,  head  of 
:  Valentown  Museum  in  nearby 
lhers,  said  he  found  the  ring  in 
tie  mud  last  Tuesday.  Young 
wed  here  from  his  birthplace  in 
irmont  in  1829  and  set  up  shop 
;king  chairs,  spinning  wheels 


and  rope  beds.  Records  also  show 
that  Young  built  several  houses  in 
the  Fishers-Mendon  area. 

Fisher  said  he  also  found  chairs, 
pottery  and  bricks  with  Young’s 
initials  carved  on  them.  Because 
the  ring  was  found  in  the  same 
area,  Fisher  said  he  “felt  pretty 
safe  in  making  these  claims”  that 
it  was  the  wedding  ring  of  Miriam 
Works  Young,  the  Church  leader’s 
first  wife. 

SHE  DIED  of  tuberculosis  in 


1832  and  is  buried  at  Tomlinson’s 
Corner  Cemetery. 

In  that  year,  Young  joined  the 
Church. 

YOUNG’S  HOMESITE,  on  the 
present  day  farm  of  Robert 
Mutchinson,  is  not  too  far  from 
Hill  Cumorah,  where  Joseph 
Smith  found  records  of  an  ancient 
civilization  that  existed  in  the 
Western  Hemisphere. 

Smith  and  his  followers  later 
moved  westward.  After  Smith’s 
death  in  Illinois  in  1844,  Young 
became  president  of  the  Church.

Cause  of  air  crash  explained 


Maintenance  problems  are  now. 
blamed  for  the  June  27  airplane 
crash  which  killed  five  and  left  a 
12-year-old  girl  injured. 

According  to  a  University  of 
Utah  Medical  Center  spokesman, 
C ; n n a  Gibson’s  condition  has 
.... ^roved  considerably,  and  is 
now  considered  “fair.”  The  girl  is 
being  treated  for  burns  on  47  per 
cent  of  her  body.  Thirty-nine  per 
cent  of  that  area  are  third  degree 
burns,  it  was  reported  Wednesday. 

The  accident  claimed  the  lives 
of  Ginna’s  mother,  father,  two 
brothers  and  a  sister  who  died 
immediately  when  their  twin 
engine  plane  crashed  on  take-off. 

“As  far  as  I’m  concerned,  the 
plane  was  just  not  airworthy  by 
FAA  standards  when  it  took  off,” 
said  L.E.  Martin,  investigator  for 
the  National  Transportation  and 
Safety  Board  (NTSB). 

Martin  said  examinations 
showed  the  plane’s  carburetors 
and  fuej,  pumps  to  be  working 


properly,  but  that  the  engines 
could  not  attain  sufficient 
compression  because  of  worn-out 
rings  and  valve  stems.  He  said  the 
problem  was  compounded  by  the 
altitude  at  the  Provo  Airport.
